OMAHA, March 21.—Comparatively 
insignificant in material destruction. 
but appalling in its harvest of death 
and suffering, was a fire that var- 
tiaily destroyed the Patterson Block 
at Seventeenth and Douglass streets 
this afternoon. Two of the victims 
have already passed away, one more 
is not expected to live, and about 
twenty others are suffering from 
broken limbs and burned and lacerated 
flesh.

Sixty seconds later seven of 
them lay burned and bleeding on the 
pavement, to which they had drepped, 
thirty feet below, and the others were 
rescued after they had been more or 
less severely injured in their desper- 
ate dash down the single pair of stairs 
that led to safety. : 
The blaze started just after 3 o’clock 
from a gasoline-stove explosion in a 
room in the rear of the third floor of 
the building and next to the elevator 
shaft. It was not discovered until it 
had spread to the adjoining apart- 
ments and the entire floor was filled 
with smoke and flame. About twenty 
members of the women’s lodge of 
Maccabees were attending a commit- 
tee meeting in the waiting-room in the 
front of the building on the same floor. 


til a janitor threw open the door and 
told them to get out before the flames 
cut.them off. The warning came too 
late. The fire swept through the 
door and down the single _ stairway. 
Those nearest the door fied through 
the blinding smoke and reached the 
street with hands and face burned and 
blistered. The rest faced a s@lid wall 
of flames. 

There was a fire escape at the south 
front of the building, but not one of 
them seems to have thought of it. 
They rushed panic-stricken to the win- 
dows, through which the smoke wags 
already pouring in suffocating vol- 
umes. The fire was scarcely a foot be-* 
hind them. It caught their clothing 
and scorched their faces with in- 
creasing intensity. 

In another instant the spectators 
attracted by the clouds of smoke, were 
horrified to see one after another 
spring from the open windows and 
fall heavily to the pavement. Not one 
arose. They lay in an inert and ap- 
parently lifeless heap until carried 
into the office of a physician, across 
the street. Most of them were bleed- 
ing from severe cuts and bruises, and 
all were burned until their torn and 
blackened skin hung in shreds. 

In a few minutes all except 
Taylor recovered consciousness,

moned, did all that was possible to 
relieve their sufferings. As fast as 
hasty dressings could be applied, the 
victims were taken to the Clarkson 
Hospital by the ambulances. The 
body of Mrs. Taylor was “aken to the 
morgue, and others, whose injuries 
were less severe, were treated at 2a 
neighboring drug store and at the of- 
fices of downtown physicians. 

Aside from the fatalities and the 
injuries to persons, the fire was not a 
serious one.

THREE MORE BODIES. 

Fifteen Recovered So Far—Injured 


at Hespitals All Recovering. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, March 21.—Three bodies 


were recovered fromthe ruins of the} 


Windsor Hotel today. They were 
badly charred and great difficulty is 
being experienced in the identification, 

There are now five bodies.at the 
morgue, each tagged with a number, 
which, with the known dead, brings 
the list to fifteen. The list of missing 
is still very large, numbering forty- 
eight persons. The injured at hospi- 
tals are all recovering. Although the 
work of clearing away the debris is 
progressing rapidly as possible it 
seemed tonight, when the shift of 400 
men was made, that but a small part 
of the ruins had been removed. 

All during the night, articles of more 
or less value were brought to the sur- 
face, and turned over to the policemen 
who were standing about to receive 
and take them to the station-house to 
await identification. All of the most 
valuable of the articles are turned over 
to the coroner's officials. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
“NEW YORK, March 21.—The third 
body taken out of the ruins of the Ho- 
tel Windsor was recovered early today. 
It was very badly mangled.. It is offi- 
cially described as the body of a wo- 
man about 60 years of age, small of 


‘stature, arms and limbs missing, all 


hair burned off, second. lower’ back 
tooth, right side, filled with gold; back 
tooth. lower left side, gold filled; part of 
black silk dress, beaded trimmings 
and with white lace border, white shirt 
waist. marked 38, apparently the size; 
band of silk dress waist marked “Dou 
221 Rue de Par,’ stamped in gold on 
the belt. The rest of the mark evi- 
dently indicating the name of the 
maker, was burned off. 

A hundred men worked all night on 
the ruins. In many places the débris 
was too hot to. permit of work. A 
number of pieces of bodies were found 
during the night, bones cherred and 
broken and separated from one another, 
with small pieces..of burned flesh on 
them... 

This morning workmen digging at the 
Fifth-avenue side, near the entrance, 
where. the first traces of bodies were 
found. came upon a piece of pelvis 
weighing about two pounds. Later a 
workman found what seemed to be the 
knee cap of a child with pieces of the 
joining bones. It was dug up on the 
Forty-seventh-street side. A pile of 
damaged clothing was found here. In 
trying to separate the pieces, the work- 
men found, beside clothing, what was 
believed to be mangled, burned and 
crushed flesh and bones. The whole 
mass was put in coffins and taken to 
the morgue. 

The fifth body to be recovered was 
taken out of the ruins on the southwest 
corner and in line with the elevator. 
It was a charred trunk, with the legs 
below the knees and the arms below 
the elbows missing. The upper part of

Bank of London and a number of hand- 


kerchiefs marked “T. A. B.” A. Bar- 
rett of London, is one of the persons 
still missing. 

The fifth body to be recovered was 
taken out of the ruins at the south- 
west corner. ‘The body consisted of 
a badly-charred trunk, with the legs 
extending only to the knees and the 
arms only to the elbows. There was 
nothing found near the trunk by which 
it might be identified. t was gener- 
ally believed to be a woman’s body.

John Sherman not Dead, 


4S. Reported, 


Premature Announcement Made 
State Department 


| Ex-Secretary is not Only Alive, 


but Improving. 


He Will Be Transferred to the Cruis- 
ser Chicago Next Friday—Will 
Then Re Brought Home—The 
Family Notified. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, March 21.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] John Sherman was 
formally and officially dead for several 
hours in the national Capitol today. 
That was because Secretary of State 
Hay, having confidence in press dis- 
patches, did nct wait for confirmation 
through official channels. The news of 
Sherman’s alleged death reached Wash- 
ington first by means of an Associated 
‘Press bulletin which simply quoted a 
special dispatch to a New York even- 
ing newspaper. When the special wag 
dignified by being cerried by the press 
association, it was accepted at its face 
value by the Secretary of State. 

At 3:45 o'clock this afternoon, Secre- 
tary Hay and Mrs. Hay called at the 
Sherman house upon a visit of condo- 
lence. They did not see Mrs. Sherman, 
but left their cards, penciling on them 
“with deep regrets.’’ At 5 o'clock Sec- 
retary Hay issued a circular letter to 
diplomats in Washington begging: “It 
is with deep regret that I announce 
the death of John Sherman, formerly 
Secretary of State,” etc. Undoubtedly 
it is the first time in the history of 
this or any other nation that the Pre- 
mier of a government has announced 
officially the death of a former, but 
still living Premier. Bite") 

Fortunately, Mrs. Sherman was not 
told of the supposed death of her hus- 
band when the first message came. 
She is resting easy tonight, therefore, 
as yet without knowledge even of his 
When Mrs. Sherman’s com- 
panion. Sirs. McCaftum, was told by 
Former Private Secretary Babcock this 
afternoon that Sherman was dead, she 
decided not to communicate the sad 
news to the invalid for a day or two, 
and then to break it gently and by de- 
grees. Every precaution taken, 
therefore, to prevent any suspicion aris- 
ing in Mrs. Sherman's mind. A po- 
liceman has been stationed at the door 
of the Sherman residence to prevent 
callers from ringing the bell and thus 
arousing Mrs. Sherman’s curiosity. This 
precaution, indeed, was exercised last 
night, when news of Sherman's sickness 
was received in Washington, except 
that one of the family servants instead 
of a policeman acted as sentinel. 

Last Night Secretary Hay sent a per- 
sonal representative to the Washington

request that the same sources from 
which he had information of the death 
of John Sherman should make proper 
explanation of Hey’s action in issuing 
his official announcement. 


SANTIAGO SURPRISED. 


Incomprehensible How the Report 
of Sherman’s Death Started. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, March 21, 7 
p.m.—{By Key West Cable.] There is 
no truth in the statements published 
in the United States and cabled back 
here, representing that John Sherman 
is dead. 

It is incomprehensible how these re- 
ports originated. The American Line 
steamer Paris, Capt. Frederick Wat- 
kins, arrived here this evening before 
dark, and it was at once reported that 
Mr. Sherman was not only alive, but 
better, resting easily and expected to 
recover. He will be transferred, if al] 
goes favorable, to the United States 
cruiser Chicago Thursday. The cruiser 
is now coaling at Kingston, Jamaica. 

TRANSFER ON FRIDAY.

They_and—others_—present_reafeeenth Infantry, a platoon of the Sixth 


Artillery and the machine-gun battery 
made a reconnoissance in the direction 
of Mandurriao and. Santa Barbara 
Thursday. While they were returning 
the insurgents attacked the outposts on 
the right. Although fatigued from 
marching in the broiling sun for two 
hours, the entire command proceeded 
to the assistance of their comrades, the 
artillery pouring shell and shrapnet 
upon the insurgents who were strongly 
intrenched in large numbers. 

Cos. C, H and K of the Eighteenth 
deployed to the right, driving the in- 
Surgents back, and then wheeling to the 
left. made a junction with Cos, B and 
Il. A heavy engagement. ensued. Cos. 
Bb, ©, M and I of the Tennessee Volun- 
teers, Maj. Cheatham commanding, ar- 
rived later and formed on the left and 
two. more companies of the Eighteenth 
marched from Iloilo to act as support 
to the other troops. Col. Van Valzah 
and Maj. Keller commanded the battal- 
ions of the Eighteenth Regiment. Gen. 
Miller was on the scene early and di- 
rected the operations from immediately 
behind the fighting line. He had sev- 
eral narrow escapes. 

The line advanced by rushes three 
thousand yards under a hot fire, pour- 
ing in deliberate volleys upon the en- 
emy’s position, the artillery making 
good practice. By the time the forces 
were Within three hundred yards of the 
enemy's final position, darkness pre- 
vented the charge for which the Ten- 
nessee men and the companies of the 
Highteenth on the right had already 
prepared. by fixing bayonets. The ad- 
vance upon Jaro was accomplished in 
good order. The engagement was 
brought on by the enemy’s persistent 
attacks upon the outpost to Jaro bridge. 
Nothing could be gained by forcing the 
enemy further back, as it was impossi- 
ble with the limited number of troops 
to hold’ the position. The American 
troops were exhausted by the fighting 
and having to wade knee deep through 
the rice fields and sugar cane. There 
were several] cases of prostration by the 
heat.

Louis Biehl of Co. B, Eighteenth In- 
fantry.

The severity of the engagement may 
be judged by the fact that the Eigh- 
teenth Regiment alone fired 62,800 
rounds. It is estimated that the insur- 
gents with their more than 2000 rifles 
tired more than double our total am- 
munition. 

Private Biehl brought in Daly 
wounded, and gave warning to hurry 
up some ammunition, as most of the 
men were short. He then returned to 
the fighting line and was struck in the 
chest. He fell saying, ‘I'm done for,” 
and died in ten minutes. 

It is impossible to tell accurately the 
insurgent losses, as the American 
troops converged at a_ given point 
without traversing the ground shot 
over, but on the day after the battle 
from Jaro belfry the enemy could be 
seen carting away the dead. The min- 
imum .estimate of their losses is 2 
killed and 300 wounded. .. 

The evolutions were prettily exe- 
cuted, and the highest credit is due the 
battalion and company commanders. 
The men are chafing at being robbed 
of the fruits of their victory. A charge 
would probably have resulted in the 
capture of the enemy’s arms and am- 
munition, but from the configuration of 
the ground and the position of our 
troops, it was impossible to allow an 
advance in the darkness. The be- 
havior of the troops was admirable. 
There has been only desultory outpost 
shooting since this engagement. 

The instructions printed on the cap- 
tured cases of ammunition were in 
German, and showed that the cart- 
ridges came from the artillery depot 
at Mayence. It is suspected that the 
ammunition and arms have been sup- 
plied to the insurgents from German 
and Japanese sources, and from the 
French colonies.

Undoubtedly the conditions which 
have delayed the disbandment of the 
Cuban army have contributed to. en- 
courage the outbreaks of the last two 
days. With a body of men in the vi- 
cinity of the capital licensed to carry 
arms, and yet in a ‘measure Uunre- 
strained by discipline, the task of the 
police in dealing with the refractory 
classes of society has been doubled and 
it has been found extremely difficult 
to repress the habit of carrying Wweap- 
ons concealed or unconcealed. It {1s 
believed that the attack on the police 
was inspired .by certain notorious 
criminals, known as nanigos, who have 
recently been repatriated from Span- 
ish prisons; but whatever the cause, 
the assault is accepted here as show- 
ing the need of a prompt curtailment 
of the privilege of carrying arms, and 
the enforcement by some examples of 
severity, of a more wholesome respect 
for the police.

Instead, Bryan’s Refusal to Attend 
May Cat Open the Wound—Party 
of Mugwumpery May Add to the 

Gayety of Next Presidential 
Campaign.

WASHINGTON, March 21.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Paliticians now in 
Washington are deeply interested in 
the rumpus between the tio factions 
in the Democratic party over the din- 
ners in New York. Col. Bryan’s letter 
refusing to attend Dick Croker’s $10 
dinner, published today, it was agreed 
upon all sides, throws the row between 
the gold and silver Democrats wide 
open again, and almost certainly will 
result in there being two Democratic 
tickets in the field in 1900, as there 
were in 1896. 

When Croker first thought out his 
dinner for Jefferson's birthday, it was 
with the intention to have it accom- 
plish something toward healing the 
wound in the Democratic party, by 
bringing all the factions, and the lead- 
ing men in all factions together at the 
feast. Associated with Croker in this 
laudable enterprise, were Perry Bel- 
mont and William C. Whitney, with 
other former Democratic nabobs and 
old school Demcrats. They proposed 
to get the Bryanites into the camp, 
chuck some dust, and pull wool over 
their eyes, and start a Gorman presi- 
dential boom. Bryan’s alertness saved 
him from being. committed to. this 
scheme. 

Here in Washington, the Chicago 
platform Democrats differ about the 
wisdom of Bryan’s move at this early 
stage of the proceedings. Some Bryan- 
ites believe their leader blundered se- 
riously in creating an open rupture at 
this time. Now they say all hope of 
codperation between Gold and Silver 
Democrats in 1900 is gone, whereas, had 
Bryan managed the matter with more 
diplomacy, it avould have been possible 
to get some of these big Gold Demo- 
crats back into the Bryanite fold be- 
fore 1900, when their check books will 
be badly needed for campaign ex- 
penses.

WASHINGTON, March 21.--The Chi- 
nese Minister, Mr. Wu, is about to 
leave for Spain to present his creden- 
tials as Minister to that country in 
addition to retaining his pcsiiicn here. 
The appointment was made some time 
ago, but owing to the war with Spain 
it would have been anomalous for the 
Minister to serve at the capitals cf 
both belligerent countries. He there- 
fore.established a secretary at Madrid 
as charge d’affaires, and now that the 
war is closed, goes in person to pre- 
sent his credentials to the Queen Re- 
gent. China has usually combined the 
mission at Wasnington and Madrid, as 
a Minister here could look after the 
many Chinese in Cuda, while it was a 
colony of Spain. There is also @ Jarge 
Chinese population in the Ph!}ippines. 
At present, however, the M)nister’s 
trip has no political significance. Spain 
has not shared in the Eusopeagraove- 
iment on Chinese t2rritory. Wu_ will 
be accompanied by 2 number of offi- 
cials, but Mme. Wu will remain here. 

The Minister. called at the State 
Department today and made known his 
plans for a trip to Spain. He has re- 
ceived no late reports on the move- 
ments of European powers on China. 


Destroyed the Tomb of the Mahdi 
at Omdurman.

LONDON, March 21.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] <A dispatch to Lord Cromer, 
British diplomatic agent in Egypt, 
embodying the reply of the Sirdar, 
General Lord Kitchener of Khartoum, 
to questions regarding the alleged mu- 
tilation and useless slaughter of der- 
vishes in the battle of Omdurman, has 
been laid before Parliament. The Sir- 
dar says that the only wounded der- 
vishes killed by his troops were those 
who feigned death in order to obtain 
opportunities for killing ‘the Anglo- 
Egyptians. 

‘“‘Whatever was done,” he continues, 
“was done with all possible consider- 
ations of humanity.” 

The Sirdar justified the destruction 
of the tomb of the Mahdi and the dis- 
posal of the prophet’s remains on the 
ground that if the mausoleum had 
been left intact and unprofaned it 
would have become the _ center of 
fanatical pilgrimages, causing end- 
less trouble. He says he himself or- 
dered the demolition. Lord Cromer 
indorses’ the statements of Gen. 
Kitchener.

The Feeding in Transit Rate to Be

TESTIMONY ABOUT ATTEMPTED 
BLACKMAIL OF THE OIL TRUST. 


Case of the State of Ohio Versus the 

Buckeye Company Resumed at 

_ New York—Rice and His Offer to 
Sell Out. |

NEW YORK, March 21.—The hear- 
ing in the case of the State of Ohio ex 
rel. F. 8. Monnett, Attorney-General, 
against the Buckeye Pipe Line Com- 
pany of Lima was resumed today in 
the office of Charles Edgar Mills, sit- 
ting as special commissioner. Atty.- 


case. Messrs. Elliott and Kline ap- 
peared for the company. It was ex- 
pected that the State of Ohio would 
present representatives of three or 
four important oil refineries of Ohio to 
testify to alleged arbitrary methods 
of the pipe line. Before the case 
opened, Attorney Monnett announced 
that he had been unable to se- 
cure these witnesses, and after.a brief 
reéxamination of George R. Rice, he 
would’ chose his case for the time be- 


informed that the courts could com- 
pel the attendance of the witnesses, 
but they did not punish them if they 
refused to testify. 

The proceedings against the pipe- 
line company are to secure an annull- 
ment of its charter on the ground that 
the company has violated the anti- 
trust law of Ohio, and that in defi- 
ance of the courts, it is still a member 
of the Standard Oil Trust. The pur- 
pose of calling Rice today was to ale 
low him to testify in contradiction to 
the statement made by John D. Arch- 
bald that he had attempted to black- 
mail the Standard Oil Company by de- 
his properties, 
which were worth about $25,000. 

Rice, replying to the Attorney-Ger 
eral’s invitation that he make a state- 
ment, read from a lengthy manuscrip. 
“It is true,”’ he said, “that in 1886, on 
their solicitation, I did submit a prop- 
osition to sell all of .my oil properties, 
not only my refinery, but production as 
well, for the sum stated.”’ 

Rice quoted from the letters of 
Archbald a letter published to show 
that the Standard Oil Company had 
his proposition undér consideration. 

The Standard Company, Rice said, 
by its control of the railroads, has 
raised the freights so that it was im- 
possible for him to carry on his busi- 
ness. “In 1886,” he said, “the Balti- 
more and Ohio Southern connections 
raised the freight on me from 50 to 
162 per cent. and none on the Standard 
Oil Trust, which closed up fourteen 
of my agencies out of twenty-four in 
five months, and shut me out of over 
half the towns in which I was doing 
business.”’ 

Replying to a question by Elliott, 
Rice gave the date of the occurrences, 
of which he was complaining of early 
in 1881 and 1882. He adimtted that the 
Buckeye Pipe Line Company was not 
organized until 1885. In concluding 
his statement, Mr. Rice said he could 
prove that the Standard Oil Company 
has secretly and criminally  black- 
mailed the railroads of this city of mil- 
lions of dollars on rebate of freight. |

IT’S OUR WAKE. | 


Commander Taussiz. on a Pacific 
Ocean Celebration. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, March 21.—The 
conditions under which Wake Island, 
midway between Honolulu and. the 
Philippines, was taken possession of 
in the name of the United States by 
the commander of the Bennington, on 
her volage across the Pacific, are 
given in a report to the Navy Depart- 
ment from Commander Taussig, dated 

at sea two months ago. 

A landing was made at 1 o’clock on 
the 17th of January, | 
was raised. Besides some piles of 
wreckage, no signs of human occupa- 
tion were visible. On the eastern side 
of the island, embedded in the sand, an 
anchor was seen, and what appeared 
to be the wreck of a lower mast was 
higher on the beach. When the flag- 
staff was in place, the sailors were 
formed in two ranks facing seaward, 
and having called all to witness that 
the island was not in the possession 
of any other’ nation, Commander 
Taussig ordered the American flag to 
be raised by Ensign Wettengill. On 
reaching the truck, the flag was sa- 
luted by twenty. guns from the Ben- 
nington. After the salute, the flag 
was nailed to the masthead and a 
brass plate with the following inscrip- 
tion was screwed to the base of the 
flagstaff: 

“United States of America. 

“William McKinley, President; John 
D. Long, Secretary of the Navy. 

“Commander Edward T. Taussig, 


United States navy, commanding the 


United States steamship’ Bennington, 
this I7th day of January, 1899, took 
possession of the atoll known as 
Wake’s Island for the United States 
of America.’”’ 

Commander Taussig describes the 
island thus: 

“The island was more heavily 
wooded than was shown on the chart. 
Patches of grass were growing on the 
lagoon side of the western inlet, and 
the shrubbery afforded nesting places 
for the many sea fowl. Fish were 
plentiful in the lagoon, and there was 
a swift current running out of the 
The lagoon on tke 
south side was short, but on the nortb 
side there was a long strip of -deep- 
blue water, extending nearly its en- 


tire length. Outside of the lagoon 
many sharks were seen crowding 
around our boats and _ around the 


ships. 

“‘Had I been able to have found an 
anchorage, I would have remained in 
this vicinity for two or three days. 
to reconnoiter more thoroughly the 
island and take astronomical and 
magnetic observations, but, having 
carried out the orders of the depart- 
ment in regard to the island and 
deeming -it-necessary to save as much 
coal as possible, I took my departuré 
at 5:35 p.m. for Guam. During the 
afternoon’ the Navigator, Ensign 
Campbell, was endeavoring to find a 
possible anchorage on some light 
patches of water to the’ westward of 
the outlet. He found thirty fathoms, 
coral bottom, and one patch about 
three hundred: yards from the reef 
wall, but it looked too close to the 
breakers to be used. The white bot- 
tom could be seen in white patchings’ 
where soundings of twenty fathorts 


were obtained close in to the break- 
ers.”’

Ago—Alleged Abductors Arrested. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

PAINESVILLE (0.,) March 21.—A 
startling sequel to the abduction of 
Gerald Lapiner, the three-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Louis Lapiner, which 
occurred in Chicago, May 30, 1898, de- 
veloped here today in the recovery and 
restoration of the child to his mother, 
and the arrest of Mrs. Ann Ingersoll 
and John Collins, who live about a 
mile west of Painesville, at whose 
place the child was found, and where 
he had been kept since last June. On 
the 30th of May Gerald Lapiner was 
abducted by a mysterious woman from 
in front of his parents’ home, No. 8435 
Prairie avenue, in Chicago. A large re- 
ward was offered for the recovery of 
the child, and, although the Chicago po- 
lice made every effort to bring the kid- 
nappers to justice, nothing further 
could be learned. 

About two months. ago a newspaper 
account of the abduction and the re- 
ward’ offered came under the notice of 
F. F. Ferris and his sister, Miss Annie 
Ferris, neighbors of the Ingersolis. Mr. 
and Mrs. Ferris suspected that the lit- 
tle boy, who has been at the residence 
of Mrs. Ingersoll since last June, might 
be the missinsjachild, and they entered 
into correspondence with the Chicago 
police. After about two months’ inves- 
tigation and correspondence, it was de- 
termined that the child was the miss- 
ing Gerald Lapiner. Mrs. lapiner was 
notified,. and she arrived here this 
morning to identify thé little one. 

She was met at the station by Dep- 
uty Sheriff A. F. May, who had been 
in charge of the:case here, and was 
taken in a closed carriage to the Inger-

Dawson City is reached at a distance 
of about seven hundred and fifty miles 
from the coast. As a means of water 
transportation this route is available 
for only about four months in the year. 

The northern route from Seattle is 
entirely by water and from St. Mich- 
ael, at the mouth of the Yukon, fol- 
lows that stream in a northeasterly di- 
rection to Fort Yukon. Here, at the 
mouth of the Porcupine River, it turns 
and follows a southeasterly course to 
Dawson City. 

Capt. Abercrombie here remarks, with 
considerable emphasis, that with Skag- 
uay at the head of the Lynn Canal, |

SCHAFFNER SURPRISED. 


-Regimental Bandmaster Unexpect- 
edly Discharged, 

Bar imaster C. H. Schaffner of the 
Twenty-fourth -Infantry, U.S.A., who 
has been on a furlough in Los Angeles 
for several weeks, received notice 
his discharge from the service, yester- 
day, from the adjutant at Fort Doug- 
lass, Utah. The notice stated that the 
formal discharge papers would be 
mailed tu him at Los Angeles in a few 
days. 

But Bandmaster Schaffner did not 
“wait here for his papers. According 
to the statement of triends who saw 
him yesterday afternoon he started 
‘for San Francisco last evening to lay 
his case before Gen. Shafter, with 
whom he served in the Santiago cam- 
paign, the Twenty-fourth Infantry 
Band having been one of the bands 
which inspired the troops to heroic 
deeds by playing “‘Hot Time ‘in the Old 
Town,” and other tunes when the army 
was in front of Santiago. During en- 
gagements the members of the band, 
all of whom, except the leader, are col- 
ored, assisted in removing and ~~ 
the 
band returned to Fort Douglass, and 
was lately transferred to the Presidio 
at San Francisco, where Bandmaster 
Schaffner expected to join them a few 
days hence. 

Schaffner's discharge seemed to take 
him by surprise, although the Salt 
Lake City papers have _ for several 
weeks made free use of his name _ in 
connection with a scandal and tragedy 
in that city. 

It appears that Mrs. Emma Christen- 
son died at Salt Lake, February 23, 
under suspicious circumstances. Her 


on March 7 an inquest was neld which

Schaffner stated vesterday that he 


could not conceive how his name has 
become connected with the Christenson 
ease. He said he never knew any of 
the persons whose names figure in the 
scandal. He left Salt Lake City with 
his wife and three children February 
16, twe've days before Mrs. Christen- 
son's -edeath, He came here for the 
benefit of his heaith. and has at all 
times been ready and willing to return 
to Utah to face his accusers. His dis- 
charge from the army. he said. was a 
complete surprise to him and 4 great 
injustice which he would seek to have 
undone. 

Schaffner's family remains at the Mt. 
Pleasant Hotel. Boyle Heights. for the 
present. Schaffner hoves through the 
influence «f Gen. Shafter to have the 
cause of his discharge from the army 
investigated, with a view to being vin- 
dicated and reinstated in the service.

Fong Kim’s Death, 

Coroner Holland held an anquest 
yesterday forenoon at Garrett’s on the 
remains of Fong Kim, the Chinese 
woman who died at the Receiving Hos- 
pital Monday afternoon. On Sunday 
the woman swallowed a quantity of 
opium and was sent to the Receiving 
Hospital for treatment. She had re- 
covered from the effects of the poison, 
but on Monday afternoon, shortly be- 
fore the time when she was to have 
been sent home, she suddenly died. At 
the inquest Dr. Hagan testified that, in 
his opinion; opium was the predispos-. 
ing cause of her death, while uraemia 
was the immediate cause. Had she 
not taken the opium she might have 
lived several months, but might have 
died at any time, as she was suffering 
from acute albuminuria. Her demise 
was simply hastened by the effect of 
the drug. The jury returned a verdict 
in accordance with the above facts.

SUNDAY LIQUOR LAW. 


EVASION OF THE ORDINANCE WAS 
TOO PALPABLE. 


A Sanoon Cannot Run as Sach Sig 


Days in the Week and Then Rag 
na a Restaurant on the Seventh, 
John Whitfield Convicted. 


John Whitfield, a waiter at the Riche« 
lieu. who wag tried before Justice More 
gan on Monday on a charge of violate 
ing the Sunday-closing ordinance, His 
Honor having taken the case under ad- 
visement, was found guilty yesterday 
morning. According to the interpretae- 


restaurant, separated by a partition 
from @ saloon, which is solely a res 
taurant and not a saloon and restaue 
rant combined, may serve. liquor in 
original packages with a meal on Sune 
day. even though the “meal” he no-« 
ticeably scant, but the imagination must 
not be stretened far enough to convert 
a saloon, which runs as such six days 
in the week, into a restaurant on the 
seventh day. In rendering his decision 
yesterday morning Justice Morgan 
fiied the. following written opinion, 
W hich deals with the matter in detail: 

“This is @ case wherein it is alleged 
that thedefendant did, bet weenthe hours 
of 12.0’clock midnight on Saturday night, 
March 4. 1899, and 12 o'clock midnight 
of the Sunday following, March 5, 1399, 
sell certain malt liquor, to wit, heer, 
Within the limits of a certain saloon or 
drinking place known as the Richelieu, 
in the Bryson Block in this city. 

“Section 1 of ordinance No. 861, the 
ordinance wnder which thig Case ig 
brought, reads as follows: ‘It shall be 
unlawful for any person, either ag 
owher, agent or employé of any bare 
room. saloon or drinking place within 
the corporate limits of the city of Los 
Angeles. to sell or give away within 
the limits of such bar-room, saloon or 
drinking piace, and spiritous, vinous, 
malt or mixed liquors between the 
hours of 12 o'clock midnight en Satur- 
day night and 12 o'clock midnight of 
the Sunday following.’ 

“The evidence in this case shows tha® 
Officers Fowler and Dickens entered the 
place in question about 6:30 o'clock on 
Sunday evening, March 5, 1899, and 
Stepped Into a room and sat down at 
a table. That the defendant came to 
the door @nd inquired what they would 
have. Officer Fowler stated that they 
would take some beer. The defendant 
stated to the officeérethat he would have 
to take it in an original package. Offi- 
cer Fowler said all right. The defend- 
ant then went away and returned with 
@ Quart bottle of beer and some glasses, 
Whereupon the officer paid the defend« 
ant the sum of 50 cents. The defend- 
ant then left the room. The officers 
then and there opened the hottle, and, 
after pouring the contents, or a por« 
tion of the same into glasses, drank 
the same there. That the defendant 
subsequently me back and brought 
what he terms a meal or @ lunch. That 
at that time the officers were just go<-' 
ing and did go, not partaking of th 
‘lunch.’ 

“The evidence also shows that tha 
place in question is a saloon or drink- 
ing place. and is so used. The evidences 
‘on behalf of defendant also shows that 
the place in question is elso used as a 
placé Where meals are served, or a res< 
taurant, 


a regular lunch or a regular meal ta 
the officers at the same time. 

“That the contention of the defend- 
ant is hardly true is sufficiently shown 
by all the testimony of the case. The 
lunch furnished was not a bona fida 
meal. but was a slim attempt on the 
part of the defendant to make it ap- 
pear that he was furnishing a bona fide 
meal... 

“The attempt was certainly abortive 
in this case, and was not a bona fide 
meal, or even a bona fide lunch, for 
who will say, or even contend for ons 
moment, that a package of the size tes< 
tified to by the officers in this case 
could contain bona fide meals or a 
bona fide lunch for two or three men? 
This is the veriest subterfuge. 


the beer was sold and drank was or 
was not at the time in question a bar- 
room, saloon or drinking place, the evie 
dence in this case, uncontradicted by 
the defendant, shows that six days of 
the week the place in question is a sa- 
loon or drinking place, and the defend- 


also a restaurant. Under the defend- 
ant’s theory of the case it appears that 
at 12 o’clock on Saturday night the said 
place ceases to be a saloon or drinking 
place and becomes at once a restaurant 
only, and continues to be a restaurant 
only until Monday morning, when it 
again becomes a saloon or drinking 
place and also a restaurant. 

“The place of entrance to the ‘saloon 
or drinking place and the restaurant is 
identically one and the same, end the 
room where the officers procured their 
beer. as well as other rooms within the 
limits of the place, are used indiscrimi- 
nately as places for drinking, and, ac- 
cording to the defendant’s version, also 
as a restaurant where meals ere served. 

“The saloon or drinking place can- 
“not, by the proprietor simply stating 
certain rules, be changed on Saturday 
night at 12 o'clock to a restaurant and 
then again revert to its original status 
as a saloon by a few instructions being 
given by the proprietor. If such trans- 
formation could be had by such @ 
method. then the proprietor of any sae 
loon or drinking place in the city could, 
by placing therein certain utensils for 
cooking purposes, call his place a sa< 
loon or restaurant according to what 
would best serve his purpose for the 
time being, and run his place wide opem 
on every day of the week. . 

hold that the place in questior 
is a saloon or drinking place six days 
of the week and on the seventh day @& 
restaurant, would be a perversion of 
justice. In this case I therefore hol@ 
that the place in question was, at the 
time the sale was made, a saloon or 
drinking place, and such being the case, 
and there being no question as to the 
sale being made as alleged, I find the 
defendant guilty as charged.”

MAKING RAIN. 

A public decument issued by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture is of special interest to this sec- 
tion just at present, notwithstanding 
the inch of rain with which we have 
been favored. It contains the report 
of the agent of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, who made experiments ‘n 
the production of rainfall in Texas and 
New Mexico, about seven years ago. 

The report contains some interest- 
ing historical matter regarding early 
theories and experiments in the line 
of artificial rain-making. It is shown 
that, as long ago as 1839, Espy, a 
Frenchman, suggested the building of- 
great fires to heat the air, upon the 
theory that warm air, rising, would, 
owing to the diminished pressure, ¢x- 
pand, and by expansion cool the vupor, 
causing condensation and precipita- 
tion. It was proposed in Australia, in 


test Espy’s theory, but the govern- 
ment astronomer in New South Wiles 
threw a dampener upon the project— 
if not upon the thirsty laud—~bky de- 
claring that it would require the burn- 
ing of 9,000,000 tons of coal daily to 
increase the rainfall at Sydney 66 per- 
cent., where the average humidity 
is 73. 

Other suggestions have been to build 
fires along the margins of rivers, or 
to erect a tall chimney over a pool 
of water, and build fires at the edge 
of the water, with draft over the wa- 
ter up the chimney, causing the flames 
to pass over the surface of the water 
to the chimney, and thus carry mois- 
ture into the air. There is no doubt that 
this will form clouds of vapor in the 
air; but it is not equally certain that 
the vapor will be condensed to rain 
drops. 

The fact that rainfall almost invaria 
bly follows heavy cannonading, finds 
strong confirmation in statistics set 
forth in this report. In 1871, Edward 
Powers published a book entitled ‘“‘War 
and the Weather,” which contained a 
large amount of historical data, tend- 
ing to show that, even in very dry 
regions, battles, during which there 
was cannonading, have been followed 
by a copious fall of rain. Napoleon 
is said to have believed that rain 
usually followed heavy cannonading, 
and took’ advantage of this theory in 
ordering the maneuvers of his troops. 
It is also stated that an unusually wet 
season prevailed throughout France 
during the Franco-Prussian war. Many 
*of our. citizens who took part in the 
civil’’war can testify that in many 
cases a heavy cannonading was fol- 
lowed by a considerable fall of rain. 
In fact, this was so usual an occurrence 
as to be taken for a matter of course. 

The proposition advanced by Mr. 
Powers was to resort to heavy can- 
nonading. This, however, would have 
been very expensive. He estimated 
the cost of two experiments, exclusive 
of the cost of the guns, which were to 
be loaned by the government, at $161,- 
500, or a little over $80,000 each. 

Still later, in 1880, Gen. Daniel 
Rvggles of Virginia, obtained a patent 
on the production of rainfall, by set- 
ting off explosives from balloons in 
the air. A few years after this, Sena- 
tor Charles B. Farwell of; Illinois took 
up this subject, and succeeded in ob- 
taining appropriations from Congress,

Robert G. Dyrenforth was then ap- 
pointed by Secretary Rusk as a special 
agent of the department, to make 
*xperiments ‘in the production of rain- 
fall. At an early stage of the consid- 
eration of the subject, Mr. Dyrenforth 
discarded the idea of firing explosives 
from balloons, the plan having been 
to send up high explosives and_ set 
them off in the air. He thought it 
would be best to make the gas em- 
ployed to carry up the balloon itself 
the explosive, and to employ a mix- 
ture of hydrogen and oxygen, in the 
proportion of about two of hydrogen 
and one_of oxygen. This mixture of 
upon ignition, explodes with 
great force, and produces water, thus 
possibly presenting a nucleus for the 
aggregation of more water. 

The report, which covers sixty pages, 
and is embellished with a number ut 
| photo engravings, then goes on to give, 
in great detail, an account of the 
preparations made to send up .bal- 
locns, and of actual experiments con- 
ducted in the field. One of the most 
interesting of these experiments was 
that made on the San Diego ranch, near 
Corpus Christi, in Texas. Two-thirds 
of the expense of this experiment was 
borne by the owners of the King 
ranch, of 70,000 acres. The experi- 
ments were carried on all night, and 
included the use of twenty balloons, 
about two tons of sulphuric acid, 500 
pounds of dynamite, 250 tons of can- 
non powder and 500 feet of oxygen 
gas. Early in the evening, when the 
experiment began, the night was still, 
and there was not a cloud to be seen, 
except one low down on the horizon. 
Gradually, as the tremendous explo- 
sions continued, both from balloons 
at an elevation of two or three thou- 
sand feet, and from the surface of the 
ground, the clouds began to gather, 
and a final discharge of explosives 
brought rain, which lasted for nearly 
an hour, during which time the rain 
gauge registered .47 of an inch. This 
rain was by no means strictly local, 
as reports from’a dozen places in the 
surrounding country show that it fell 
even as far north as San Antonio, a 


of this experiment is given at $1533. 
In summing up the result of his ob- 
servations, Mr. Dyrenforth expresses 
the opinion that the few experiments 
that have been made do not furnish 
sufficient data from which to form 
definite conclusions or evidence upon 
which to uphold or condemn the 
theories of the artificial prodution or 
increase of rainfall by concussion, the 
|experiments having extended only 
over a period of a few months. On 
the whole, however, his conclusions are 
favorable. They are as follows: 
“First—That when a moist cloud is 
present, which, if undisturbed, would 
pass away without precipitating its 
moisture, the jarring of the cloud by 
concussions will cause the particles of 
moisture in suspension to agglomer:ite 
and fall in greater or less juantitv, 
according to the degree of moistness of 
the air in’ and beneath the cloud. 
“Second—That by taking advantage 
of those periods which frequently oc- 
cur in droughts, and “in most, if not 
all, sections of the United States 
where precipitation is insufficient for 
vegetation, and during which atmos- 
pheric conditions favor rainfall, with- 
out there being actual rain, precipita- 
tion may be caused .by concussion. 
“Third—That under the most unfa- 
vorable conditions for precipitation, 
in operations to produce rain, storm 
conditions may be generated and rain 
be induced, there being, however, a 
wasteful exyptnditure of ‘both time 
and material in overcoming unfavor- 
able conditions.” 
The expense of the experiments un- 
dertaken by the government in Texas 


parison with some estimates of the 
cost -f similar work which have been 
made here. The question of the pro- 
duction—or rather the precipitation— 
of rain by artificial means is regarded 
by some people as something in the 
light of a joke, or a fake, but the care- 
ful report of the government agent, 
above referred to, shows that such 
is by no means the case. This is a 
subject upon which the government 
might well afford to spend a few thou- 
sand dollars more in experimental 
work. It would, doubtless, not be a 
difficult matter for our representatives 
to’ induce Congress to approprjate a 
moderate amount for this purpose. 
STATE ROADS. 

The suggestion made in the Legisla- 
ture that a certain amount of the 
county road tax should be set apart 
for the construction of State highways 
hus aroused bitter opposition from 
Supervisors, who would prefer to 
handle all the road funds themselves. 
To judge—by some of the comments 
made on this proposition, it might be 
supposed that it is entirely a new 
thing. Such, however, is not the case. 
According to a bulletin issued by the 
Department of Agriculture, Stave taxes 
for road building purposes are not new 
in this country, although at present 
comparatively little used. The bulle- 
tin referred to shows that Connecticut 
and Rhode Island have such a system 
of State aid, on a small scale. New 
York has just adopted a system of 
State aid to roads. Pennsylvania 
provided for State aid by the Hamil- 
ton Road Law, passed early in 1897. 
New Jersey adopted a system of State 
aid, several years ago, which has de- 
servedly become highly popular, espe- 
cially in the farming communities. Un- 
der this State aid law, the cost of 
building macadamized roads is di- 
vided among the State, the county, and 
the adjoining property-owners. One 
advantage of this system exists in tlie 
fact that a road is never improved ex: 
cept with the consent of those living 
in the vicinity, who are expected to 
bear-a part of its cost. The adjoin- 
ing property-owner pays 10 per cent. 
of the cost, the State pays one-third, 
and the county the remainder. 

California is far behind many of the 
Eastern States in the matter of pub- 
lic roads. During the past few years 


many attempts have been made to in- 
augurate a complete and practical sys- 
tem of road improvement, but so far 
the result has been little beyond talk.

The Chicago Trib- 
une quotes a health commissioner of 


ago to a representative of the paper 
that the health department inspectors 
dumped over a million and a halt 
pounds of meat during the previous 
year, as being unfit for human fovcd, 
yet this inspector said he did not be- 
lieve that they had got a fractional 
part of the whole amount. 

Another man is quoted by a physi- 
cian in the Tribune as having been a 
patient of the writer. He had been for 
a number of years employed about the 
stock yards.of Chicago, and had con- 
ducted in the employ of others, a busi- 
ness in diseased cattle. He explained 
how he managed to evade the law, by 
slipping the animals out at night, and 
disposing of them to small butchers 
(in the city. He said it was not a 
difficult matter to evade the vigilance 
of the inspectors. The Tribune says 
that although this statement was made 
several years ago, there is no evidence 
that there has been any change for 
the better. since. This is certainly a 
most unpleasant condition of affairs. 
It is bad enough that our brave sold- 
fers should be forced to consume 
rotton meat, as the evidence appears to 
show was undoubtedly the case, but 
according to this statement millions ot 


meat that is unfit for food all the year 
round, and possibly a large amount ot 
disease might be traced to this source. 
One of the first duties of a govern- 
ment. is to guard the lives and health 
of its people, and one of the most im- 
portant measures in this connection is 
to prevent the sale of adulterated or 
diseased foods and drinks. It looks 
as if the Chicago packing industry 


might be a good subject for a thorough 
investigation by the authorities.

‘THE LUZON CAMPAIGN. 


Maj.-Gen. Otis, 


Hise Officers and 
Commands. 
{Portland Oregonian, March 14:] 


The Luzon campaign opened auspic- 
iously yesterday, with the capture of 
Pasig by Gen. Lloyd Wheaton’s brig- 
ade, which includes eight companies 
of Washington volunteers ang seven 
companies of Oregon volunteers. It 
was a combined naval and army move- 
ment, and, of course, was successful. 
Of the ultimate result of this forward 
movement of the command of Maj.- 
Gen. Otis there can be no reasonable 
doubt. To begin with, Gen. Otis is a 
very fine soldier. He entered the Un- 
ion army in September, 1862, and has 
ever since followed the profession of 
arms with distinction. He was a cap- 
tain in the One Hundred and Fortieth 
New York Regiment, whose. colonel 
was Patrick H. O’Rorke, who gradu- 
ated at the head of his class in 1861, 
at’ West Point, and who lost his life 
saving Little Round Top, the key of 
Meade’s position at Gettysburg. It 
was the One Hundred and Fortieth 
New York that rushed up Little Round 
Top, under orders from Gen. Warren, 
who had been Col. O’Rorke’s precep- 
tor at West Point, just a moment in 
advance of the Confederates, and held 
it until reinforcements came, and Lit- 
tle Round Top was made secure. Col. 
O’Rorke lost his life on thig occasion, 
leading the charge. Otis was in this 
awful fight, and the death of his su- 
perior helped: to make him colonel of 
the One Hundred and Fortieth New 
York, which O’Rorke in fifteen months 
had made one of the best-drilled and 
most effective regiments in the Army 
of the Potomac. The education of Col. 
O’Rorke made Capt. Otis a splendid 
soldier. O’Rorke fell dead in Otis’s 
arms, and the One Hundred and For- 
tieth lost 133 killed and wounded in 
that fight. .At the Wilderness, when 
Otis was its lieutenant-colonel, the 
One Hundred and Fortieth New York 
lost 255. Col. Ryan, anothér gallant 
Irish graduate of the military acad- 
emy, was killed at Spottsylvania, and 
Otis succeeded to the command of this 
splendid regiment. From the Rapidan 
to the James the One Hundred and 
Fortieth New York lost 149 killed on 
the field of battle. Otis commanded 
the regular brigade in the Fifth Corps, 
and was so severely wounded at 
Chapel House, Va., October 1, 1864, 
that he was discharged in January, 
1865, having been brevetted colonel 
and brigadier-general for gallantry at 
Spottsylvania and Chapel House, Va. 
He was appointed lieutenant-colonel of 
the Twenty-second United States [n- 
fantry. in July, 1866, colonel of the 
Twentieth Infantry in 1880. In Octo- 
ber, 1876, Lieut.-Col. Otis, with some 
three hundred men of the Twenty-sec- 
ond United States Infantry, repulsed 
an attack of 1000 Indians in the Yel- 
lowstone- country. He was made brig- 
adier-general in the army November, 
1893, over the heads of officers of 
longer service. In April, 1897, he was 
transferred to the command of the 
department. of the Columbia, and on 
May 28, 1898, he was made major-gen- 
eral of volunteers and military Gov- 
ernor of the Philippines.. He was 
chosén for this post because of his 
reputation as a thorough and reliable 
soldier. 

Under Gen. Otis are such trained 
and experienced officers, all graduates 
of the civil war and the subseauent 
Indian campaigns, as Maj.-Gens. Law- 
ton, Anderson, MacArthur and Brig.-- 
Gens. Harrison Gray Otis Ovenshine, 
Irving Hale, Wheaton, Charles King 
and others. With these trained sub- 
ordinates Geh. Otis has made an effi- 
cient army of the inexperienced volun- 
teers. who form the chief part of his 
force, and has made the most effective 
use of their effective fighting qualities. 
fie is a graduate of one of the best 
volunte-r regiments of the Fifth 
Corps of the Army of the Potomac, 
and he has served in the regular army 
since 1866. This is the man ta whom 
the pacification of the Philippines, or 
their subjugation, if necessary, has 
been entrusted. He will not fail to 
make short work of Aguinaldo. Qtis 
has 25,000 fmen, well equipped and 
armed. He is supported on his water 
flank by the navy, and he cannot fail. 
Gen. Otis’s force includes the Four- 
teenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-second, Twenty- 
third United States Infantry; six 
companies of the Fourth Cavalry, the 


batteries of the Third Artillery, and 
two batteries of the Sixth United 
States Artillery. He hag fifteen regi- 
ments of volunteer infantry and five 
batteries of artillery, as follows: The 
First California, First Colorado, First 
Idaho, Fifty-first Iowa, Twentieth 
Kansas, Thirteenth Minnesota, First 
Montana. First North Dakota, First 
Nebraska; Second 

Pennsylvania, First South Dakota, 
First Tennessee, First. Washington, 
First Wyoming Infantry, first troop 
of the Nevada Cavalry, Battery A and 
Battery B, Utah Light Artillery: Bat- 
tery A and Battery D of the Califor- 


nia Artillery: the First Wyomin 
Light Battery.

The Republican Victory. 


{San Francisco Call:] The closing 
scenes in the Legislature were revolt- 
ing to every citizen who respects his 
State and loves his country. The feel- 
ing of disgust, however, is limited to 
the legislators who codperated with 
the railroad in its efforts, helped by 
the Examiner, to.elect Dan Burns ond 
to destroy the prestige of the Repub- 
lican party in this State, so as to in- 
sure Democratic success in 1900. These 
men exhibited the audacity and the 
recklessness of detected criminals of 
the violent type. One of the Senators, 
in the extremity of his passion because 
the majority of his Republican asso- 
ciates respected themselves and their 
party, literally «creamed that his can- 
didate was ‘“‘the Republican of Repub-

But fortunately for 
the Republican party, while thirty 
members committed _ political suicide 
the Legislature was not disgraced, and 
the opportunity coveted by the rail- 
road and the Examiner has lapsed. The 
Call has a little natural pride in hav- 
ing taken a conspicuous part in ra- 
deeming the pledges and in vindicating 
the integrity of the Republican party 
in unholding the honor of the State.

That section provides 
that every act must embrace one sub- 
ject. and such subject must be ex- 
pressed in its title; and no law can be 
amended by reference to its title, but 
the act revised or amended must he re- 
enacted and published at length as re- 
vised and amended. 

But it has been frequently held by 
the Supreme Court that acts that are 
otherwise unconstitutional are opera- 
tive to the extent of repealing the acts 
they were intended to repeal. If Gov. 
Gage should sign the “Salary” Bill, it

A SANGUINARY FIGHT. 


Two Sailors Slash One Another in 
Happy Valley. 

Chris Schulze, a German sailor, was 
held by Justice Downing at San Pe- 
dro yesterday to answer in $2000 bonds 
in the Superior Court, for an assault 
with a deadly weapon upon one 
Charles Lunn, with intent to commit 


murder. . 

Deputy District Attorney Fredericks 
represented the State at the prelimi- 
nary examination, which . contained 
blood enough to make a melodrama 
of the most sanguinary type. Two 
complaints had been issued against 
Schulze, one for trying to stab a ma- 
ture damsel known throughout Happy 
Valley as One-Eyed Annie, and _ the 
other for having carved his comrade, 
Lunn. with a sailor’s sheath knife. 
Being held on the latter complaint, the 
other was dismissed. 

It appeared that Schulze was en- 
amored of a girl named Marguerite, 
who lived under the sheltering wing 
of One-Eyed Annie, and a few days 
ago, while drunk, he started out to 
visit her. The girl didn’t want to 
meet the inebriated sailor, and took 
refuge with another well-known resi- 
dent of Happy Valley named Dutch 
Lizzie. Rather. curiously at the ex- 
amination these several witnesses 
maintained their incognitos under the 
names given to them in the riotous 
community in which they live. 

Schulze found the girl he was look- 
ing for and made her accompany him 
back to Annie’s place, and there began 
to abuse her. The landlady interposed 
and attracted the wrath of Schulze 
upon herself. By this time he had 
drawn. his knife and was breathing 
out threats of slaughter against both 
of the women, when the door opened 
and the sailor, Lunn, entered. The 
girl Marguerite appealed to him for 
protection, and Schulze then was 
about to grab her’ when One-Eyed 
Annie interposed her burly form. 
Schulze thereupon tried to stab the 
woman, but as the knife was in the 
act of descending, Lunn jumper be- 
tween the infuriated sailor and the 
woman. The knife cut him on the 
hand. but he closed with Schulze, and 
a rough-and-tumble fight ensued. The 
men scratched and tore at one an- 
other, staggered through the door into 
the yard, and there resumed the on- 
slaught more wgorously than before. 

When the officers arrived and placed 
Schulze under arrest he was in a 
pretty bad condition, but nothing 
compared to Lunn. The latter had re- 
ceived a knife gash on each cheek, a 
stab over the right temple, and a sec- 
ond stab in the neck, the blade just 
escaping the jugular vein, and~ other 
stabs in the right arm and back. The 
fence was splashed with blood where 


the men had clutched it for support, 
and the esthetic One-Byed Annie 
stated that she had to dab blue paint 
over the unsightly spots to prevent 
the eyes of passers-by being offended.

the power of the Board of Library 
Trustees. 

It appears now, however, that the 
change has been brewing for some 
days, and it is said that Mr. Willard 
had been at work for some time to se- 
cure the place and had not only se- 
cured a pledge of his: appointment 
from the old board, but that the new 
board. which will be installed within 
a few days, is fully cognizant of the 
move ‘and is likewise pledged to sus- 
tain Mr. Willard in the place. 

It was only with the greatest en- 
ergy, however, that some of the mem- 
bers of the library board were braced 
up to make the change. The meeting 
was scheduled to take place at 1:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, but a 
star-chamber session interfered with 
the assembly, and it was not until 2:30 
that the members began to drop into 
the library, one at a time, to dissipate 
the idea of a nrevious ccnference. 

But even then they were not ready 


for action, and for a full hour after. 


reaching the City Hall there was a 
pulling and hauling in conferences of 
twos and threes, in which Councilman 
Toll took a part, and the outsiders 
were not taken into the secrets So gen- 
erously whispered about among the 
select few. 

The truth finally leaked out, how- 
ever. that the reason for the hour's 
delay after assembling was the fact 
that Mr. Foster was inclined to fall 
down on the‘proposition of throwing 
Mrs. Wadleigh out of her position so 
unceremoniously. He was inclined to 
let the matter go over when he learned 
that it had been her intention to give 
her resignation to the new board. 
Messrs. Dockweiler and Rogers would 
have none of this, however, and they 
called Mr. Foster to task for backing 
out when he had pledged his support 
to them before they demanded Mrs 
Wadleigh’s resignation, ‘and at last he 
was braced up sufficiently to promise 
to second the- motion for the libra- 
rian’s removal at the proper-time, a 
pledge which he subsequently carried 


e out. 


Councilman Toll informed the board 
that in response to the public indig- 
nation manifest on every side at the 
course which the library board pro- 
posed to take, the Mayor had decided 
that, if they insisted on going ahead 
as they proposed, he would declare the 
whole board vacant, dismissing all the 
members from office. He stated that 
this was not intented:as a threat, but 
the decision of the Mayor rested sim- 
ply on the belief that it was his duty 
to protect the city from officials who 
were inclined to use their offices to 
work a manifest injustice. 

This statement reached Mr. Garland 
at second hand, and it so angered him 
that he stated, when he came to vote 
on the question, that he had not in- 
tended to court any more notoriety in 
the matter and would not have placed 
himself on record, but for the Mayor's 
Statement.

SANATORIUM IN TROUBLE. 


Creditors of the Compauy Declare 
Thet it is Bankrupt. 

An involuntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy was filed in the United States 
District Court yesterday afternoon by 
three creditors of the San Gabriel 
Sanatoriuzs Company of San Gabriel. 
The creditors are Haas, Baruch & 
Co., M. A. Newmark & Co., and H. 
Jevne of this city. They allege a com- 
bined credit of $858.

SAILOR SUES FOR WAGES. 


Judge Wellborn Hears Evidence in 
an Admiralty Case. 

The trials of a sailor, who is suing 
his employers for wages, were related 
“at length to Judge Wellborn in the 
United States District Court yesterday. 
The case was that of August Johnson 
vs. the schooner Sadie and H. V. 
Smith, its master, a libel which was 
filed three years ago. Johnson is suing 
to secure $92. When the evidence was 
all given yesterday a .question arose 
as to whether the discharging of. a 
ship’s cargo does not end its voyage 
and thereby nullify contracts with its 
seamen, where articles had not been 
signed, and the attorneys were given 
twenty days in which to file and an- 
swer authorities on the question. 

Johnson shipped on the Sadie from 
San Francisco in October 1895. After 
several runs up and down the coast 
the vessel put into San Pedro to dis- 
charge a cargo. Johnson was arrested 
for assault with a deadly weapon, 
while the ship was at San Pedro. 
arrest grew out of a disagreement with 
the first mate, and later he refused to 
take his place on the schooner when 
she left the harbor. The agents of the 
vessel, and its officers, claim that his 
refusal to return after being arrested 
is a desertion, and that he therefore 
forfeits his pay.

GOLD-DREDGING PLANT.

CITY’S NEW WATER SUPPLY LO- 
CATED AT EL MONTE. 


Report of Special Engineer Lippin- 
cott and Recommendations of 
Special Water Committee of the 
Council—A Red-letter Document 
for Pasadena—Jubilee Fund. 


PASADENA, March 21.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The report of Special Engineer 
J. B. Lippincott of Los Angeles, who has 
been investigating sources of water supply 
for Pasadena, together with the recom- 
mendations of the special committee of the 
City Trustees were received at the Council 
meeting today and constitute the most vitally 
important documents which have been filed 
in the City Hall for years. After considering 
carefully all possible supplies, Engineer Lip- 
pincott strongly favors utilizing the under- 

round veins of the San Gabriel, near El 
Weaite, The committee, accordingly, in its 
report states that it has secured options to 
purchase yg acres of water-bearing 
land along the banks of the San Gabriel, 
south of El Monte, also either or both of 
two tracts north. of El Monte. The committee 
says that the proposition of the San Pas- 
qual Water Company to sell to the city the 
Chapman ranch docs not come within its 
province to accept ocr reject, but should be 
considered later. The engineer, however, 
sits down on this scheme hard. The com- 
mittee and the engineer are in full accord 
as to the desirability of purchasing for the 
city the two present water plants, and 
adding their supplies to those the city may 
acquire. As to the mode of getting posses- 
sion of these plants the committee suggests 
‘friendly: agreement if possible, if not con- 
demnation proceedings in the courts.’’ The 
engineer points out the possibility of pro- 


but the committee has taken no steps in 
that direction, owing to the fact that liti- 
gation might cause more delay than the 
needs of the city amvill permit. 

The above is the gist of the combined re- 
orts. The practical outcome of the city’s 
nvestigations through Engineer Lippincott 
fs that Pasadena has options today on lands 


resent size with all the water that may 
required. There is great piece of mind 
among our citizens as to the water situation. 
Engineer Lippincott started out to find a 
water supply ample for a city of 24,000 inhab- 
itants. He ascertained that in October last, 
when the inflow of the present systems was 
at its minimum, the actual supply for Pasa- 
dena was 241 inches, or not enough for the 
present population. The present supply 
should be doubled, in view of the city’s 
Pasadena will need 600 inches 
n 1910. 
"He says it does not seem probable that the 
supply at Devil's Gate (the principal source 
of the old companies) can be materially in- 
creased. The engineer gives the figures of 
the run-off in the upper Tejunga basin,’ 
which was 351 inches in 1896, and 273 inches 
in 1898. OIt would cost the city $340,000 to 
bring this water into the Arroyo Seco, a 
distancé of seven miles. To bring water 
from the Lower Tejunga the cost would be 
greater, about 5, The engineer care- 
fully examined the Loughery reservoir site 
near the Devil’s Gate, but concludes that it 
cannot be depended upon to hold water over 
from years of plenty to years of drou 
The engineer does not believe the supply 
at the Painter wells (which has been seri- 
ously considered, and on which the city 
holds an option,) would hold out, and there- 
fore does not recommend that the city enter 
this fleld.. The plan of taking water from 
the Raymond Hill dyke, south of the city, 
where there are undoubted supplies, the 
engineer does not approve. This water, be- 
ing below the level of the city, is subject to 
sewer contamination. He says the city might 
tunnel under Glenarm street and obtain 200 
inehes of water, but it would cut off the 
supplies of Alhambra, San Gabriel and other 


As-to.the proposition of the San Pasqual 
Water Company to furish the city” with 
400 inches of water from the Chapman ranch, 
Engineer Lippincott caustically says only 106 
inches was flowing into this basin in Octo- 
ber last, and “it would hardly seem to be 
necessary to state to intelligent people that 
it is impossible to expect more water from 
any underground basin than under normal 
conditions would flow into it.’’

“There is probably no location in Southern 
California where so large an amount of 
water can be developed. No hesitancy is 
felt in saying that Pasadena can get as 
great a supply as may be desired. While 
the San Gabriel River was reduced last sea- 
son to a flow of less than three hundred 
inches in its cafion north of Azusa. there was 
flowing in the narrows July 3, 300 inches, 
and August 30, 2560 inches. The drainage 
lines between the mouth of the cafion and 
the Southern Pacific Railroad are practic- 
ally dry all summer. The water begins ap- 
pearing near the surface about a mile north 
of the railroad and the two storm channels 
of the San Gabriel River. One pumping

as five wells, sunk side by side, twenty- 
five feet apart. From these wells during 
the summer of 1898, there was pumped 500 
There are numerous other wells in 
this district, where from thirty to sixty 
inches are pumped. After crossing the 
track to the south the water is found to rise

From this point this water would have to 
be pumped to an elevation of 1000 feet to 
command the city.

The committee, in accordance with 
the recommendations of the engineer, has 
secured lands, or options on them, both 
north and south of El Monte, making as- 
surance doubly sure. An analysis of the 
‘water shows it to be of great purity, free 
from ammonia, and containing lime, mag- 
nesia and sodium in small quantities. The 
cost of bringing this water to Pasadena is 
estimated by the engineer at. $374,000, in- 
clusive of the cost of the land. He advises 
lifting the water to a poitt having an cleva- 
tion of about 1000 feet a quarter of a mile 
northeast of Sierra Madre, from which point 
it may be carried in a wooden stave pipe b 

‘gravity to a resenmvoir to be located nort 

of the present reservoir No. 2. 

The engineer shows that the lift from 
the Burbank tract would be 453 feet, as 
against 752 from BI Monte; the cost of de- 
livery from Burbank 2.9 cents per 1000 gal- 
lons, aS against 4.2 cents from El Monte. 
Still, Engineer Lippincott recommends the 
El Monte source, as it would be necessary 
to have a long legal fight before securing the 
Burbank water, which is claimed by the city 
of Los Angeles. The Loughery reservoir 
site is recommended as a source of auxil- 
iary supply of storm water. 

Engineer Lippincott advises the city to 
arbitrate with the two old water companies | 
here, with a view of securing municipal own- 
ership of their development: but he says, 
“if the companies fail to meet you on a‘ 
reasonable proposition, it is possible for 
you to obtain water at a reasonable cost 
from eitber of the sources recommended.” 

It was voted to refer this report, together 
with that of the special water committee, 
H. G. Reyholds, Edmund Lockett and H. M. 
Dobbins, to the Trustees as a committee of 
the whole.

SAN PEDRO. 


Southern Pacific’s New Camp in 
Proposed Annexed Territory... 

SAN PEDRO, March 21.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The Southern Pacific has made 
a camp for about twenty-five of its men a 
quarter of a mile north of the old Point Fir- 
min hotel, and the men are now quartered 
there. The camp is within the distiic. 
which it is proposed to annex to the city. 
The eitction to determine whether that ter- 
ritory shall be annexed has been called for 
April 18. The fact that the new camp was 
established oné month previous to the elec- 
tion has aroused many suspicions as to the 
company’s intentions in the matter. At the 
camp tnere have been stationed a boarding 
car, a Water tank car, and there have been 
a number of tents set up as if they were not 
intended for merely transient occupation. The 
tents are tioored and on the windward sides 
have been banked with earth so as to ex- 
clude the air. The meh whu Nave quarters 
at the camp are employed at repuiring the 
company’s wharf in_the inner harbor, and 
the camp is nearly a mile away trom tne 
wharf. 

The Southern Pacific and allie 

would undoubtedly be gainers should the 
proposed annexation fail to carry. The ter- 
ritory, the admission of which is to be voted 
&., contains what is estimated ua. 
belonging to the Pacific Improvement Com- 
pany, an estimated area of 225 acres belong- 
ing to the Crocker estate and the greater 
portion of a mile of Southern Pacific right- 
of-way and trackage. The city woula be 
likely to assess the property, other .. 
right-of-way and trackage, at prices several 
times as high as those naea .

MANILA CABLE. 

Commander Belknap of the U.S.S. Nero, 
who has been detailed to make a survey for 
a cable between Honolulu and Manila, writes 
in a personal letter that the work will take 
at least a year. The survey will run over 
six thousand miles in a direct line, and 
more than two knots an hour, counting the 
time taken for soundings, cannot be made. 
A direct line of soundings will be run from 
Honolulu to Midway Island, thence to Guam, 
and from there to the east coast of Luzon; 
then a zigzag over the direct line from 
Luzon to Guam; then a direct line to 
Yokohama, and zigzag back to Guam, and 
thence to Honolulu.

SHERMAN. 


Some New Devices in Electric Rail- 
way Economics. 

SHERMAN, March 21. — [Regular Corre- 
spodence.] Electrician L. B. Pemberton of 
the Los Angeles-Pacific Railway, which has 
its power-house here, has devised some im 
provements in headlights and heating appli- 
ances, which are to be installed in the cars 
of the system. Heretofore the heating ap- 
paratus has consisted of a piece of sheet-iron 


piping wound with insulated wire of the right } 


size, so that the heavy voltage of the current 
passing over it would result in resistance 
sufficient to generate the desired warmth. 
The insulation did not work well and, the 
heated becoming short circuited, would be 
rendered useless. The new devise consists of 
a hollow clay tiling Wrapped with asbestos, 
over which is wound the wire at the rate of 
fourteen turns to the inch. The work is 
coated with insulating paint, and is then 
ready to be put in the car and connected up, 
a wire screen being placed over it for pro- 
tection. The heaters are to be placed, one 
under the corner seat of each car. 

The are headlights as first installed would 
not relight themselves after the current was 
shut off without the motorman lowering the 
window in front of him and pressing a but- 
ton, Which would bring the carbons to con- 
tact and draw them apart again. This was 
inconvenient, as it would have to be done 
every time the making of a switch or any- 
thing else cut the current off from the car. 
The new device, which is designed to act 
automatically, has a weak spring and a 
stronger armature. When the current is shut 
off by a freak of the trolley or otherwise, the 
spring presses the tw@ carbons together, and 
upon the restoration of the current the ar- 
mature draws them apart, which action starts 
the light going again. 

The fields in the electric generators in the 
power-house are being rewound, so as to in- 
crease the power capacity of the generators 
about 10 per cent.
